Decree of Equality for 
Women and Protection 


of Child Honored 


(Wireless te the Dally Worker) 
MOSCOW, Feb. 1-—The Soviet 
Union yesterday marked the 20th 
anniversary of the historical decree 
of the fledgling Soviet Government 
decreeing protection of mother and 
child, 


The October Socialist Revolution, 
guaranteeing equality of rights to 
working women, in their interests 
created all necessary conditions for 
State protection of the health of 
the mother and her child. 


In Czarist Russia, children’s 
clinics, known as “the drop of 
milk,” could be counted upon one 
hand. 

In 1936, in the cities of the U. 
S. 8. R. there were 2.700 clinics and 
1,400 in the villages. In the same 
year there were 1,217 milk kitchens 
in the cities and 293 in the villages. 


FAMILY AID INCREASED 


After the publication in June, 
1936, of the famous decree of the 
Government on the prohibition of 
abortions as a means of birth con- 
trol, and ordering assistance to 
women in confinement and to big 
families, large-scale work to build 
new institutions for the protection 
of mother and child was under- 
taken. 

The Soviet Government has paid 
out 1,109,000,000 rubles, or about 
$221,800,000, to big families. 

The sums allocat ed for protection 
of mother and child are increasing 
with every passing year. 

In 1935 these sums totalled 410,- 
000,000 rubles, or about $82,000,000, 
and in 1937 they had mounted to 
1,255,000,000 rubles, or about $251,- 
000,000. 


Care for mother and child such 
as this is only possible in the coun- 


try of Socialism, where women en- 
joy equal rights with men.

I — be willing to bet my week’s Daily Worker 
wages against Roy Howard’s weekly income that the re- 
sults of such an inquest would prove that Ben Stolberg 
is no great help to Scripps’ circulation. 

The original E. I. Scripps, founder of this chain, was 
& liberal by principle. He was for the common man, he followed Bryan, 
and LaFollette, and the trust-busters, Pighting for the people, he won 
them as friends and readers. His heirs, however, are the familiar 
pampered rich man’s sons, who have forgotten their daddy wore shirt- 
Meeves, mowed his own lawn snd was a populist crusader. 

The first Scripps will be remembered a4 a great man of the people. 
1 doubt that Roy Howard, the epigone who matched the mantle of 
the founder, will be listed as anything but as 4 newspaper wrecker. 

Good-will of the masses is the chief asset of a newspaper. To win 
such good-will, demagogic newspaper owners often conduct campaigns 
that impress the common people with the feeling that the newspaper 
is the voice of their own interests. 

The original Scripps did it honestly, because his heart was with 
the people. Roy Howard has gone beyond the point where he can even 
do it dishonestly. He has forgotten what the people are really ‘ike. 
A beggar on horseback, he is more royalist than the . Working 
his way up from poverty, he has become dazzled with own wealth. 
He associates only with the infinite minority of masters and parasites, 
and has lost the common touch. I understand this ex-newspaper 
reporter now wears plush pajamas and has a private yacht. 

The great issue that seems to bother the Scripps press today is 
that of taxes on the rich, which ts Roy Howard's personal problem. 
None of their crusades any longer are concerned with the woes of the 
common people. Their liberalism is a threadbare garment, some forty 
years old. They dress up in it, as kings once washed the feet of the 
poor on certain holy days. But the sham is too obvious; and now the 


question is, how much longer can these papers hide their reactionary 
policies under the worn rags of a former honorable liberalism? 

In New York, the Evening Post has managed to take several hun- 
dred-thousands of circulation away from the World-Telegram by « 
shrewd estimate of this swing to the right in the Scripps press. The 
World-Telegram dominated the liberal field until the Post appeared. 
Now it is losing rapidly. The same thing will take place in other cities 
where the Scripps chain operates, since, as ſt happens today, the 
American people are progressive. 

But Howard is gambling on a return of Hooverism, with his Peg- 
lers, his Hugh Johnsons, and all the rest of the 
watchdogs. Stolberg is the most recent addition. 
fights the trade unions in its own plant, and Stolberg 
attack on the CIO. But was he so swell? I repeat, if 
taken, it might be found that thousand, of additional readers 
joined the march away from the Scripps papers; since the 
crusade smelled so much like Hearst and Hague.
